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2011 State Day Fort Dodge: 
City Built on Four Minerals 


Questers were privileged to meet the 10 foot 
Cardiff Giant replica carved from Fort Dodge gyp- 
sum when they attended State Day 2010 held in the 
Fort Dodge Museum Opera House on April 10. Our 
luncheon seminar was given by Deann Hayden 
Luke, author of the musical “Cardiff.” She told the 
story of how the “Giant” was made in Fort Dodge of 
gypsum in 1869, shipped to Cardiff, New York ,and 
presented as the remains of a real giant by the 
owner, George Hull, who “discovered” the giant on 
his farm. He became wealthy by charging admis- 
sion to view the giant which people believed to be 
real. It is considered to be the greatest hoax of the 
19th century. During our morning seminars, Clark 
Root, a local actor, portrayed Stillman T. Meservey, 
founder of one of the largest gypsum companies in 
Fort Dodge. The second seminar on Grave Witch- 
ing was given by Chris Jondle a member of Lauder- 
dale #380 in Fort Dodge. 

During the first century of its history, Fort 
Dodge proudly promoted itself as “lowa’s Mineral 
City.” No other city in the state could claim the min- 
eral wealth that Fort Dodge and Webster County 
enjoyed. Located in the region which had the most 
fertile agricultural land in the world, it also had coal, 
‘gypsum, clay, limestone and gravel in quantities and 
quality large enough to play a major role in the eco- 
nomic development of the community. 

On Saturday, the Opera House was deco- 
rated for the occasion with quilts hung from the bal- 
conies. The five Fort Dodge Area Questers chap- 
ters had tables displaying the art work of historic 
Fort Dodge artists as well as information relating to 
the coal, gypsum, limestone and clay industries. 
One side of the room was taken up with the display 
of all twenty-five pieces of the Silent Auction items. 
This was the first Silent Auction held at State Day 
and it was highly successful in providing funds for 
lowa Preservation and Restoration Grants. 

The President’s Reception was held on April 
9, at the Vincent House, a French Second Empire 
style home built in 1871. A special guest was our 
International President, Karen Weeber of Goshen, 
Indiana. At State Day she participated in our silent 
auction and also purchased a piece of glass to do- 
nate to the lowa Questers Glass Collection at lowa 
State University. Following lunch she gave an inter- 
esting talk and installed our new Recording Secre- 
tary, Treasurer and 2nd Vice President. We enjoyed 
visiting with Karen and having her be part of our 
special day.

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WELCOME IOWA’S NEWEST CHAPTER o 
HUSTON’S PLOT #1485 
WEST DES MOINES 


Huston's Plot #1485, chartered in February, 2010, was named for the Huston Family Cemetery. Locally 
known as the Cemetery in the Middle of the Road, it was located in the center of the junction of 2 gravel roads in 
the country way out west of West Des Moines, but is now just a few blocks from a huge shopping center, Jordan 
Creek. James Huston bought land and built his house along the stage coach road and operated the stage coach 
Stop from his house. When he arrived in lowa, he immediately learned the Indian language. The cemetery with 
15 graves was on the corner of his farm. He was Post Master and was the first attorney in Dallas County. Six of 
his 11 children were born deaf and 2 attended deaf school in lowa City. He tried to get a State school for the deaf 
in lowa City because the one in Council Bluffs on the west side of the state was too far away for students in east- 
ern lowa. That plan failed, but he was successful in getting the requirement passed that made education compul- 

sory for all children through the 8th grade. 

Our chapter is in Edgewater Active Living Community about 1/4 mile from the Cemetery, and residents 
here are interested and curious about the cemetery we drive around nearly every time we leave the complex. 
When we "found" a Great Great Granddaughter of James Huston, we hosted a meeting, with her as speaker, for 
the community, with 85 in attendance. The house, still standing but with major remodeling, was also a stop on the 
Underground Railroad. Local lore says the first 2 burials in the cemetery were young girls traveling through in a 
covered wagon. History says that they were little daughters of aman named Harper who was a follower of John 
Brown. They died and were buried in 1847 but it is possible their graves are not marked. It’s difficult to identify all 

the broken stones but it was the Huston family cemetery, with at least 13, and possibly all of the 15 grave sites 
'belonging to 3 generations of the Huston family. James was the last, buried in 1889. 

On May 19 the Youth Group from Van Meter United Methodist Church, representatives of Huston's Plot 

#1485 and other Edgewater residents cleaned the cemetery in preparation for Memorial Day.

On Sunday, March 7, 2010 the Burlington Quester chapters wel- 
comed Quester President Sue Slight to the re-dedication ceremony of the 
restored Civil War bas relief murals project. These murals are now a cen- 
terpiece in the Des Moines County Heritage Center. 

The ceremony was organized by the Burlington Questers; Antiquers 
#284, City of Hills #1329, Orchard City #1206, ShoQuoQuon #322 and his- 
torical society members. Civil War music was provided by The South Hill 
Brass and re-enactors of the Southeast lowa Civil War Roundtable in pe- 

‘riod costume were visitors from the past. Special displays of artifacts and 
period-appropriate refreshments were also offered. 

A $1,800 Preservation & Restoration Grant from lowa Questers al- 
lowed the Burlington chapters to hire art conservator Robert C. Norman to 
restore and conserve the two large bas relief friezes, Donelson and Trium- 
phal Return, which are copies of the bronze panels on the lowa Soldiers 
and Sailors Monument located on the Capitol grounds in Des Moines. 
Donelson depicts lowa infantry in a decisive Tennessee battle and Trium- 
phal Return features prominent lowans including Burlington politician 
James Grimes who was elected the third governor of lowa and later was a 
United States Senator, and philanthropist Philip Crapo who organized the 
Burlington public library and donated land overlooking the Mississippi River 
for Crapo Park 

In addition to the P & R grant, this $4,300 project received a $450 
grant from the Burlington Fine Arts League with the remaining funding pro- 


|vided by the Quester chapters. Over the past ten years the Burlington 


Quester chapters have provided approximately $60,000 of funding for vari- 
ous P & R projects in the community.

The cemetery with 
15 graves was on the corner of his farm. He was Post Master and was the first attorney in Dallas County. Six of 
his 11 children were born deaf and 2 attended deaf school in lowa City. He tried to get a State school for the deaf 
in lowa City because the one in Council Bluffs on the west side of the state was too far away for students in east- 
ern lowa. That plan failed, but he was successful in getting the requirement passed that made education compul- 

sory for all children through the 8th grade. 

Our chapter is in Edgewater Active Living Community about 1/4 mile from the Cemetery, and residents 
here are interested and curious about the cemetery we drive around nearly every time we leave the complex. 
When we "found" a Great Great Granddaughter of James Huston, we hosted a meeting, with her as speaker, for 
the community, with 85 in attendance. The house, still standing but with major remodeling, was also a stop on the 
Underground Railroad. Local lore says the first 2 burials in the cemetery were young girls traveling through in a 
covered wagon. History says that they were little daughters of aman named Harper who was a follower of John 
Brown. They died and were buried in 1847 but it is possible their graves are not marked. It’s difficult to identify all 

the broken stones but it was the Huston family cemetery, with at least 13, and possibly all of the 15 grave sites 
'belonging to 3 generations of the Huston family. James was the last, buried in 1889.
